Texas Senate Passes Bill te Forbid

Joseph Gedeon, father of the mur- 
dered. girl added a bizarre touch to 
developments when he visited the 
East 5ist Street. station eee he 
was questioned for two days last 
week and suggested that Irwin 
might be wandering around the city 
in a mask of his own making. 

“He was very good at making 
masks,” he said.

VERDICT ‘AGAINST CAPTAIN 
bf MORRO CASTLE REVERSED 


Appeals Court Sets Aside Sentences 
ef W. S. Warms and Chief En- 
gineer E. S. Abbott, in Fire. 

By the Associated Press, 


NEW YORK, April 7.—The Unit- 
ed States Circuit Court of Appeals 
unanimously reversed today the 
‘trial court decision which found 
Acting Capt. William S. Warms 
and Chief Engineer Eben S. Abbott 
of the Morro Castle guilty of neg- 
ligence on the high seas. ‘The Ap- 
pellate Court set aside both verdicts 
and sentences. 

The trial court sentenced Warms 
to four years in prison and Abbott 
to two years. : 

The Morro Castle was destroyed 
by fire off the New Jersey coast, 
Sept. 8, 1934, with a loss of 124 
lives. The ship later was beached 
at Asbury Park, N. J. It was 
bound for New York from Havana 
with 558 passengers aboard.

The gambling explanation as to 
the losses has been recited in the 
brothers’ answers to the order to 
show cause, but Burnett, in recent 
hearings, has expressed more than 
casual incredulity at the validity of 
this explanation.

EDUCATOR SAYS SCHOOLBOOKS 
FAN FLAMES OF HATE AND WAR 


Quotes European Texts to Prove 
That Government Cannot Be 


School textbooks are fanning the 
flames of war and hate—and the 
American school system’ is not 
blameless, Dr. Winfield D. Armen- 
trout, vice-president of the Colorado 
State College of Education, told the 
Inland Empire Education Associa- 
tion today. 

He quoted Russian, German, Ital- 
ian, Bulgarian and Greek books in 
support of his thesis “no govern- 
ment can be trusted with control 
of instruction and subject matter 
in public schools.” 

As for the United States, he add- 
ed, “one of the most powerful 
causes of the wrong kind of na- 
tionalism is the one-sided and pre- 
judiced subject matter and propa- 
ganda taught in our public schools, 
If the making of free citizens is the 
objective of instruction, the schools 
must cease to be centers of enslav- 
ing propaganda.” 

Dr. Armentrout quoted a e ge 
an school book as describing th 
Greek as “a great hypocrite,” with 
illustrations; while Greek children 
study books teaching them the 
Bulgarians are greedy, unsocial 
and insincere. 

He said German school children 
read of Woodrow Wilson, “the 
paralytic;” Col. House ‘the White 
House mouse with hig Albino face,”

motion, while Councilmen Walter 
R. Mayne, Henrvy McRee and Wil- 
liam ©.

Mayor Boyle O. Rodes broke the 
tie, voting fer the motion. 

Mayne made the motion for the 
use of Clayton road if the State 
insisted on a route through Ladue. 
This was carried, 4 to 2, with only 
Jones and Goodbar opposing, after 


an unsuccessful effort to table it. 


Delmar Relief Artery. 
On Shapleigh's motjon the council 
voted unanimously for the Delmar 
route as a relief artery, and Reeder 
was chosen unanimously as the 


council’s spokesman at the com- 


mission hearing. 

The council received a letter from 
County Highway Engineer John M. 
Crutsinger, who said Clayton road 
would be adequate for traffic of 
the super-highway and that the 
southern district was built up too 
much for opening a new route 
there. 

About 40 persons appeared unex- 
pectedly at the Council meeting to 
protest against the Clayton road 
route. Among their objections were 
that the superhighway there would 
lower values of homes in the vicin- 
ity—the principal argument; that 
this route would not solve the prob- 
lem, as it would be inadequate for 
prospective traffic, and that about 
59 private driveways, as well as a 
number of public roads, entered 
Clayton road in the section in- 
volved. 

Alternative Routes 

Alternative routes suggested by 
spokesmen of the protestants were 
the Delmar line, the Rock Island 


Railroad right-of-way or the right- 


of-way of the city of St. Louis wa- 
ter conduit near the Rock Island. 
It was suggested that the part of 
the superhighway under contract 
for the State west of Lindbergh 
boulevard would not be lost, even 
if the eastern portion of the route 
were shifted too far north to con- 
nect with it, as the State should 
build various additional roads in 
the county, anyhow. 

Among persons appearing 8 
the Clayton route were Dean Hef- 
‘fernan, Festus J. Krebs and R. H. 
Switzler. Heffernan criticised 
the Council’s action. L. D. James, 


a leader of the movement for use 


of Clayton road, presented the 
Council with a petition signed by 
418 citizens opposing the southern 
route and favoring Clayton road. 
He also presented a-petition in fa- 
vor of Clayton road, from directors 
of John Burroughs School. 

Richmond Heights to Act Soon. 

The Richmond Heights City Coun- 
cil probably will meet shortly to con- 
sider its attitude on the superhigh- 
way. It has been awaiting the ac- 
tion of Ladue. 

Mayor Charles A. Shaw of Clay- 


ton said to a Post-Dispatch reporter 


today that his city planned no pro- 


test about the highway, as it an- 


ticipated that Clayton road would 
be used in any event, at least east 
of North and South road. Clay- 
ton’s chief concern, he added, was 
traffic regulation, congestion on this 
road being especially bad on Sat- 
urday afternoon and Sunday, and 
the State might be asked to provide 
some means of regulation. Clayton 
road divides Richmond Heights and 
Clayton. 

Even if the State designates the 
route for the superhighway through 
the suburbs shortly, it is not antici- 
pated that construction can be un- 
dertaken before next year.

When labor has obtained the right

So the necessary and inev- 
itable next step, in so far as the 
sit-down strikers achieve their ob- 
jective, or as the principles of the 
Wagner Act are made effective, 
will be a supplementary section of 
the Wagner Act holding the recog- 
nized unions legally responsible and 
compelling them to submit their 
grievances to some form of com- 
pulsory adjudication. . 

For the strike, the boycott, the 
sit-down, belong to the phase of 
labor’s history when unionism is 
not fully recognized and is not yet 
powerful. We are passing out of 
that phase, On the railroads, we 
have passed out of it already. 

As the development proceeds, we 
shall repeat the history of all other 
industrial communities and we 
shall see that the full legal recog- 
nition of labor unions has as its 
logical consequence the gradual 
outlawry of the strike in all its 
forms. Just as no one has any 
sympathy with the bootlegger, now 
that we have repeal, so public senti- 
ment will turn against strikes when 
the unions are organized and rec- 
ognized. 

It is not only in Germany, Italy 
and Russia that labor is organized 
and the strike outlawed. In England 
and in Australia, countries as free 
as our own, but with far more 
highly developed labor unionism, 
labor has been made legally respon- 
sible and the right to strike is, by 
American standards, severely re- 
stricted. . 

For a modern community must 
have the representation of organ- 
ized labor. But it cannot endure 
the misery of a stoppage in vital 
industries. So the choice here, as 
elsewhere, is between. the path tak- 
en by the free countries and that 
taken by the dictatorships. It is 
the one or the other. 

Either labor will win the right to 
organize as in England and Austra- 
lia, but will accept along with it the 
duty to arbitrate its grievances, or 
it will be compelled to organize, 
as in the despotisms, and then com- 
pelled to accept what the Govern- 
ment commands.

ACK in 1931 a group of civic. 
minded folks of this pleasant 
little town of Hot Springs went 
into a huddle and hatched a 


yecheme to make the City of Healing 


Waters a second Reno. Why not, 
they reasoned, relax Arkansas’ 
divorce regulations and with that 
bait lure from Reno at least part 
of the millions of dollars spent 
there annually by the matrimonial- 
ly mismated? 
requiring only 90 days residence in 
the state by any person bent upon 
divorce, was drawn up, and in No- 
vember, 1931, when the new law 
went into effect, the Bar Associa- 
tion of Garland County—in which 
Hot Springs is located—held a ju- 
bilee session. 
Said Houston Emory, then pro- 
secuting attorney and commander- 
in-chief of the battle to get the bill 
through the legislature: Hot 
Springs has it over Reno a thousand 
times when it comes to offering 
pleasure and recreation. Hot Springs 
should be a haven for wealthy 
Northerners and Easterners who 
are seeking a divorce.” 
Business men oiled up their cash 
registers in preparation for the pre- 
dicted boom and lawyers dusted off 
the chairs in their long vacant 
waiting rooms. Soon the customers 
began to dribble in and by the end 
of 1932, despite the moanings of 
some of Arkansas’ sterling char- 
acters that the fair name of the 
Bowie state was being dragged in 
the muck, the divorce rate of Gar- 
land County had jumped 50 per 
cent. But there the dream ended. 
Even with a doubled divorce busi- 
ness, Hot Springs remained a 
couple of thousand behind Reno in 
the number of clients, and a couple 
of million in the matter of cash. 
Now Arkansas is once more bid- 
ding for the divorce trade, and once 
more Hot Springs is rubbing her 
hands in anticipation of being able 
to thumb her nose at Reno. During 
the past session of the legislature 
two bills were introduced to add 
further to Arkansas’ existing 
grounds for divorce. One proposed 
that insanity be recognized as 
reason for dissolving a marriage 
and the other provided Meeps: a 
separation of three years cause 
enough for cutting the tie that 
binds.

‘I believe in divorce,” he smiled 
at an evening conference in his 
hill-top home after the day’s work 
of listening to the complaints of 
divorce seekers. “I do not believe 
in forcing peeple to stay married, 
because if two people are incom- 
patible, there is the possibility that 
one or the other or both will be 
tempted to do things that society 
does no countenance. Why not al- 
low them their freedom by divorce 
and give them a chance to recon- 
struct their lives?” 


UDGE GARRETT has no fault 
to find with Arkansas’ 90-day di- 
vorce law, with the new three- 
year separation law, or with the 
way in which Hot Springs conducts 
the business of her divorce mill. 
“Women especially,” he says, “ap- 
preciate the way we handle things 
down here. In Reno, the minute 
somebody steps off the train, 
there’s a steady stream of publicity.

It may be that the courts would 
deny a divorcé in Buch a case on the 
ground that the plantiff could not 
take advantage of his own wrong, 
but the statute does not expressly 
authorize the court to deny. relief 
on that ground; and if the statute 
should be literally construed the 
court must grant the divorce no 
matter what offenses the husband 
had committed against the wife so 
long as they had lived apart for 
three consecutive years without co- 
habitation. The same would apply 
to the wife who had violated all 
her marital obligations. 

“I would not say a law provid- 
ing that a divorce could be granted 
by mutual consent where the par- 
ties had lived apart for three con- 
secutive years would be a bad law, 
but the law in question allows the 
divorce to be granted on the suit 
of either party without the consent 
of the other party and regardless 
of the wrongs which the party seek- 
ing the divorce,may have com- 
mitted.” ee
